In line 168 of the papyrus a few- 
characters have been retouched in modern ink and are unde- 
cipherable. An exact copy of this is given on page 48. 

All words written in red ink by the Egyptian scribe are 
underlined, and all his mistakes are scrupulously retained. 
The marginal numbers refer to page and line of the original, 
while the numbers in the text are consecutive, to facilitate 
reference.
